These species are deemed to 
lack Unity of Invention because they are not so linked as to form 
a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In order for more than one species to be examined, the 
appropriate additional examination fees must be paid. The 
species are as follows: Applicants should elect a single species 
of rubber by electing either polybutadienes or polyisoprene or
